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INTRODUCTION 


This report presents statistics with respect to the number of dwelling 
units created by new housing construction and conversions, which were completed in the 
first three months of 1947. 


Table I on page 4 is @ comparative summary of dwelling units and buildings 
containing dwelling units, for the three months’ periods ending March 31, 1947, and 
March 31, 1946, and for the full year 1945, by provinces and other areas, end includes 
only reports from those municipalities for which the data is complete for these periods. 
There are 57 municipalities out of the total of 623 in the survey, for which complete 
date is available for the first quarter of both years 1946 and 1947. ‘These areas ren 
ported a total of 2,128 cwelling units as being completed in the first three months of 
1947, as compared with 2,160 dwelling units completed in the same period last year. 

On a population basis, these 57 municipalities represent 20.3% of the total population 
of incorporated municipalities in Canada, and 30.4% of the total population of the 
625 municipalities in the Survey. 


Table II on page 5 includes the total of all dwelling units as reported 
by any of the municipalities in the survey for the periods shown. For this reason 
the figures in this table cannot be used for the purpose of comparison as to the rate 
of completions during the first quarter of each of the years 1946 and 1947. The fig- 
ures for 1947 are obtained fron reports of 242 municipalities which, as shown, reported 
9,265 dwelling units completed in the first quarter of this year. The figures for 1946, 
however, include the data reported by 125 municipalities, which reported 3,428 dwelling 
units completed in the first three months of last year. These differences ere account. 
ed for by the fact that some municipalities have not Supplied the desired information 
for corresponding periods. In other words, there are some municipalities which have | 
reported to date in 1947, but did not report in the corresponding period last year, and 
conversély there are municipalities which reported in the first quarter of last year, 
but which have not yet reported for this period in 1947, 

The 242 municipalities which have reported so far in 1947 represent a ; 
population of 4,818,939, which is equivalent to 43.8% of the totel population of incor.« 
porated municipalities in Canada, and 65.7% of the totel population of the 623 municic 
palities included in the survey. Similarly, the 125 municipalities submitting reports 
for the first quarter of 1946, represent a population of 3,338,165, which is equivalent 
to 30.3% of the total population of incorporated municipalities in Canada, and 45.5% 
of the total population of the 623 municipalities included in the SUPrVeY> 


Table ITI on pages 6 to 24 shows similar information to the extent that 
such has been reported, for each of the individuel municipalities in the survey. 


In the following Tables an alphabetical code is used to indicate the period 
covered by reports to date: (A) Jenuary 1947: (B) 2 months to February 28, 1947; and 
(C) 3 months to March 51, 1947. It should also be noted that wherever the word "Nil" 
appears, this means that the municipality in question has reported that no new housing 
construction has been completed. Where "NR." appears in the Tables, this means that

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INTRODUCTION 


Ce rapport présente des statistiques relatives au nombre d'unités de loge. 
ment achevées durant les trois premiers mois de 1947, soit comme habitations nouvelles 
soit comme habitations transformées. 

Le tableau 1, page 4, contient un état comparatif des unités de logement 
et des édifices contenant des unités de logement pour les trimestres terminés le 31 
mars 1947 et le 31 mars 1946, et pour toute l'année 1945, par provinces et autres 
régions; l'état est basé seulement sur les rapports des municipalités dont les données 
& l'égard de ces périodes sont complétes. Des données complétes & l'égard du premier 
trimestre de 1946 et de 1947 n’existent que pour 57 des 623 mmicipalités comprises 
dans le relevé. Ces régions signalent un total de 2,128 unités de logement comme 
achevées le premier trimestre de 1947 contre 2,160 le trimestre correspondant de 1946. 
Au point de we population, ces 57 municipalités représentent 20.3 pec. de la popula] 
tion totale des municipalités incorporées au Canada et 30.4 pece de la population 
totale des 623 municipalités comprises dans le relevé, 

Le tableau II, page 5, comprend le total de toutes les unités de logement 
signalées par chacune des municipalités du relevé pour les périodes indiquées. Aussi, 
les chiffres de ce tableau ne peuvent pas servir a comparer le taux d'achévement du- 
rant le premier trimestre de 1946 et de 1947. Les chiffres de 1947 proviennent des 
rapports de 242 municipalités qui, comme le montre le tableau, signalent 5,263 unités 
de logement comme achevées durant le premier trimestre de 1947. Les chiffres de 1946, 
cependant, sont tirés des rapports de 125 municipalités qui signalent 3,428 unités de 
logement comme achevées le premier trimestre de l'an dernier. Ces différences pro- 
viennent du fait que certaines municipalités n'ont pas fourni les renseignements de- 
mandées pour des périodes corresponcantes. En d'autres mots, certaines municipalités 
qui ont fait rapport jusqu'a date en 1947 n'ont pas fait rapport pour la période 
correspondante de l'an dernier; de méme, certaines municipalités qui ont fait rapport 
pour le premier trimestre de l'an dernier n'ont pas encore fait rapport pour le pre- 
mier trimestre de 1947. 

Les 242 mmicipalités qui ont fait rapport jusqu’a date en 1947 représent- 
ent une population de 4,818,939 habitants, soit 43.8 p.c. de la population totale des 
municipalités incorporées au Canada et 65.7 pote de la population totale des 625 muni- 
cipalités comprises dans le relevé. De méme, les 125 municipalités qui ont fait rap- 
port pour le premier trimestre de 1946 représentent une population de 5,338,165 habi- 
tants, soit 30.3 pec. de la population totale des municipalités incorporées au Canada 
et 45.5 p.c. de la population totale des 623 municipalités comprises dans le relevé.

INTRODUCTION 


This report presents statistics with respect to the number of dwelling 
units created by new housing construction and Baer SLOrs which were completed i 
the first six months of 1947. 


Table I on page 4 is a comparative summary of dwelling units and buildings 
containing dwelling units, for the six months’ periods ending June 30, 1947, and June 
50, 1946, and for the full year 1945, by provinces and other areas, and includes only 
reports from those municipalities for which the data is complete for these periods. 
There are 156 municipalities out of the total of 623 in the survey, for which complete 
data is available for the first six months of both years 1946 and 1947. These areas 
reported a total of 8,840 dwelling units as being completed in the first six months of 
1947, as compared with 7,740 dwelling units completed in the same period last year. 

On a population basis, these 156 municipalities represent 27.6% of the total population 
-of incorporated municipalities in Canada, and 41.3% of the total population of the 623 
municipalities in the survey. 


Table If on page 5 includes the total of all dwelling units as reported by 
any of the municipalities in the survey for the: periods shown. For this reason the 
figures in this table cannot be used for the purpose of comparison as to the rate of 
completions during the first six months of each of the years 1946 and 1947. The 
figures for 1947 are obtained from reports of 367 municipalities which, as shown, ree= 
ported 14,796 dwelling units completed in the first six months of this year. The 
figures for 1946, however, include the data reported by 325 municipalities, which 
reported 11,468 dwelling units completed in the first six months of last year. These 
differences ara accounted for by the fact that.,sone_municipalities have not supplied 
the desired information for corresponding periods. In other words, there are some 
municipalities which have reported to date in 1947, but did not report in the corres- 
ponding period Jast year, and conversely there are municipalities which reported in 
the first six months of last year, but which have not yet reported for this period . 
in 1947.

The 367 mand ex pA see which have reported so far in 1947 represent a 
population of 5,907,446, which is equivalent to 53.7% of the total population of 
incorporated municipalities in Canada, and 80.5% of the total population of the 623 
municipalities included in the survey. Similarly, the 325 municipalities submitting 
reports for the first six months of 1946, represent a population of 4,588,388, which 
is equivalent to 41.7% of the total population of incorporated miei palates in 
Canada, and 62.5% of the total population of the 623 municipalities included in the 
surveyo 


Table ITI on pages 6 to 26 shows similar information to the extent that 
such has been reported, for each of the individual municipalities in the survey. 


In the following Tables an alphabetical code is used to indicate the 
period covered by reports to dates (A) January 1947; (B) 2 months to February 28, 
1947: (C) 3 months to March 31, 1947; (D) 4 months to April 30, 19473 (E) 5 months 
to May 31, 1947: and (F) 6 months to June 30, 1947.

INTRODUCTION 


This report presents statistics with respect to the number of 
dwelling units created by new housing construction and conversions, which were com- 
pleted in the first nine months of 1947, 


Table I on page 8 is a comparative summary of dwelling units and 
buildings containing dwelling units, for the nine months! periods ending September 
50, 1947, and September 30, 1946, and for the full year 1945, by provinces and other 
areas, and includes only reports from those municipalities for which the data is 
complete fcr these periods. There are 27] municipalities out of the total of 623 
in the survey, for which complete data is available for the first nine months of 
both years 1946 and 1947. These areas reported a total of 20,019 dwelling units 
‘as being completed in the first nine months of 1947, as compared with 18,474 
dwelling units completed in the same period last year. On a population basis, 
these 27] municipalities represent 46.3% of the total population of incorporated 
municipalities in Canada, and 69.4% of the total population of the 623 municipalities 
in the survey. 


Table II on page 9 includes the total of all dwelling units as re- 
ported by any of the municivalities in the survey for the periods shown. For this 
reason the figures in this table cannot be used for the purpose of comparison as to 
the rate of completions during the first nine months of each of the years 1946 and 
1947. The figures for 1947 are obtained fron reports of 451 municipalities which, 
as shown, reported 27,005 dwelling units completed in the first nine months of this 
year. The figures for 1946, however, include the data reported by 431 municipalities, 
which reported 23,390 dwelling units completed in the first nine months of last yeare 
These differences are accounted for by the fact that some municipalities have not 
supplied the desired information for corresponding periods. in other words, there 
are some municipalities which have reported to date in 1947, but did not reportean 
the corresponding period last year, and conversely, there are municipalities which 
reported in the first nine months of last year, but which have not yet reported for 
this period in 1947, 


The 451 municipalities which have reported so far in 1947 represent 
a population of 6,372,394, which is. equivalent to 57.9% of the total population of 
incorporated municipalities in Canada, and 86.8% of the total population of the 623 
municipalities included in the survey. Similarly, the 451 municipalities submitting 
reports for the first nine months of 1946, represent a population of 6,131,905, 
which is equivalent to 55.7% of the total population of incorporated municipalities 
in Canada, and 88.6 % of the total population of the 623 municipalities included 
in the’ survey. 


Since our report "Supplement to Housing Statistics 1946" was pub- 
lished, several municipalities and other areas have made additional returms to the 
Bureau relating to 1946 construction, and additional information has been received 
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respect to adjustments necessary regarding Wartime Housing and Emergency Shelter 
projects completed in the various municipelities during 1946. Accordingly, re- 
vised totals of these statistics for 1946 are shown in Tables III, IV and V of 
this report. 


Table III, pages 10-11, is a Revised Summary of 1946 construction, 
and the details of the additional reports received are given in Table IV on pages 
lz and 15. It will be noted from Tables III and IV, which include our estimate 
of the total for the Dominion of Canada as a whole, that the total number of new 
dwelling units created in 1946 now stands at 67,315, as compared with the total 
of 65,657 previously reported, and that the total number of new buildings con- 
taining dwelling units completed in 1946 now stands at 54,937, as compared with 
the total of 53,199 previously reported. 


Table V on pages 14-15 shows the actual count of dwelling units 
and buildings containing dwelling units, reported as completed in 1946, summarized 
by Provinces and other areas, and includes all additional reports received and 
adjustments made. 


Table VI on pages 16.35 shows information to the extent that such 
has béen reported, for each of the individual municipalities in the survey, for 
the nine months! periods ending September 30, 1947, and September 30, 1946, and 
for the full year 1945. 


In Table VI an alphabetical code is used to indicate the period 
covered by reports to date: (A) January 1947; (B) 2 months to February 28, 1947; 
(Cc) 3 months to March 31, 1947; (D) 4 months to April 30, 1947; (E) 5 months to 
May 31, 1947; (F) 6 months to June_30, 1947; (G) 7 months to July 31, 1947; 
(H) 8 months to August 31, 1947; and (I) 9 months to September 30, 1947. It 
should also be noted that wherever the word "Nil" appears, this means that. the 
municipality in question has reported that no new housing construction has been 
completed. Where "N.R." appears in the Tables, this means that no reports have 
been receiveds

During the same period, it is 
estimated that construction was commenced on 6,678 dwelling units and the 
number under construction was reduced from 42,215 at January 1 to 37,529 at 
March 3le Compareble data are available for 1947 only for the urban centres 
with a population of 5000 or more which account for about 80% of the total 
completions in the first quarter. For these arees, completions in the first 
three months of 1948 are about 42% higher then in 1947.

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Based on the types of dwellings being constructed it is estimated 
that 33% of the dwelling units completed in the first three months of 1948 
are for rental purposes while the remainder will be owner occupied. 


The average length of time required to build the dwelling units 
completed in the first quarter of 1948 was between 7 and 8 months. About 
26% took longer than 9 months to complete. On a regional basis, construction 
time was longest in British Columbia and the Maritime Provincese The 
distribution of the length of time required to complete dwellings is shown 
in the following chart.

Appendix 1 | DEFINITIONS 
(a) Coverage 


The count of dwellings which were started, completed and under con- 
struction included only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy» This meant that seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski 
shacks, etc., were not counted. Furthermore, dwellings which were occupied, 
even if unfinished, were regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
survey o

some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban 
areas which, for the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of 
dwelling units, have been included under the name of the principal 
city. A list of the municipalities included in these metropolitan 
areas was given in Housing Bulletin No. 1, pp. 135-156 
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The early spring break-up is reflected in increased activity in 
residential construction. The number of dwelling units completed in 
Canada during April is estimated at 6,729 and in the same month construc- 
tion was commenced on 8,273 dwelling units. Comparable data for 1947 are 
available only for the urban centres with a population of 5000 or more 
which account for about 85% of the total completions in the first four 
months of 1948.

(a) Coverage 


The count of dwellings which are etarted, completed and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancye This means that seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski 
shacks, etc-, are not counted.

Appendix 2: Reliability ef the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based en a 
sample survey, they are subject te sampling variability. This sampling 
variability is net present in the data en the municipalities ef 5,000 
and evere When the estimates include an element derived frem the sample 
survey, the sampling errer increases as the size ef the estimate decreases. 
Gare sheuld be taken, therefere, in interpreting the precision ef seme of 
the estimates. The estimate ef unfinished dwellings fer the whele of 
Canada sheuld be within 5 percent ef the figure which weuld have been 
ebtained frem a complete ceunt. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last 
digit instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be 
accurate to the last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and 
economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the 
survey for the most part can be carried on without interview with @ con=- 
sequent elimination wf all types of respondent error. A complete count by 
the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative error.

Appendix 1 3 Definitions

Appendix 2: Reliability ef the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based en a 
sample survey, they are subject te sampling variability. This sampling 
variability is net present in the data en the municipalities ef 5,000 
and ever. When the estimates include an element derived frem the sample 
survey, the sampling errer increases as the size ef the estimate decreases. 
Care sheuld be taken, therefere, in interpreting the precision ef seme of 
the estimates. The estimate ef unfinished dwellings fer the whele ef 
Canada sheuld be within 5 percent ef the figure which weuld have been 
ebtained frem a complete ceunto 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last 
digit instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be . 
accurate to the last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and 
economy in processing the tabulations. ; 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the 
survey for the most part can be carried on without interview with a con- 
sequent elimination @f all types of respondent error. A complete count by 
the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative error.

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RESIDENTIAL RENTS IN GANADA 
I. Introduction 


In November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics vegan to collect 
Gata on money rents from a large sample of households in order to obtain a new 
index of rents. This new project was undertaken in response to raquests from 
several government agencies concerned with housing and becanse of the high 
public interest in the trend of rents. On grounds of efficiency and cost, it 
wes decided to collect rent information from the households covered by the 
quarterly labour force survey of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. This survey, 
which covers 25,000-30,000 households every three months, is primarily concerned 
with employment and unemployment. More complete details about the quarterly 
labour force survey are conteined in Lebour Force Bulletin No. 9, issued in 
October, 1948. Since the inauguration of the rent survey, households which rent 
their living quarters are also asked about the rent they have paid for the last 
few months. Thus, information about monthly rents paid is obtained periedically 
from about 10,000 households. 


The rent index is calculated from a matched sample of households. 
That is, the aggregate rent paid by e group of households in a given month is 
compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group of households for the 
same living quarters in the next month. By using a matched sample, variations 
due to changes in the sample and to non-response are eliminated. The index is 
in reality ea measure of the change of rent paid for the same accommodation. 
Rent reported is the cash rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in 
the services provided. Serious difficulties are involved in attempting to assess 
the money value of services, such as those provided by janitors, and it is there- 
fore not practical to attempt to adjust the index for variations in the amenities 
or services provided by the landlord. However, when there are changes in the 
amount of accommodation or space rented, the cases are aliminated from the com- 
parison»

This bulletin consists of two parts. The first part deals with the 
index of non-farm residential rents from July, 1947 to September, 1948, for 
Canada as a whole and for the different regions. The second part of the

of the total number of rented and owner-eccupied dwelling units in Canada, 
and the total residential rent paid in Canada, broken down geographically, by 
type of dwelling and date of construction and so forth.

II. The trend of non-farm residential rents, July, 1947 to September, 1948 


In Table 1, which shows the index of rents for Canada and for the 
five major regions, the level of rent for October, 1947, has been taken as 100.0. 
The level of the index thus shows the variation which has eccurred in relatien 
to the rents paid in that month.

For Canada, the index advanced only 1.2 points between July, 1947 and 
September, 1948. The smallest changes occurred in the Prairie Provinces and 
Quebec, the index rising by 0-7 and 0.% points respectively. Ontario and British 
Columbia showed intermediate increases of 1.4 and 1.7 points respectively, while 
the index in the Maritime Provinces increased by 2.4 points. 


III Estimates of the number of rented dwellings and total non-farm residential 
rents 


The estimates in the remeinder of this bulletin are meinly by-products 
of the lebour force survey conducted in Fepruary, Ly46. by using information 
obtained in tne lebour torce survey, it wes possible to obtain national estimates 
of tenancy status and rents. The estimation procedure involved inflating the 
characteristics of each dwelling in the semple by a fector applicable to the 
heed of household living in the dwelling unit. This factor or veight is calcite 
lated separately for each region-sex-age group and provides a method of blowing 
up the sample results to an independently calculated populetion estimate for 
these groups. 


Table 2 and 3 below show estimates in absolute and percentage terms 
of the frequency of tenant and owner occupancy in different types of areas in 
Canada, i-e-, metropolitan areas, smail uroan, rural non-farm and rurei farm. In 
these tables, metropolitan areas include the twenty-seven lergest cities and their 
metropolitan areas. Tenant occupied households are further troken dewn to show 
whether rent is peid in cesh, in shares, or is free: These estimates apply toe 
the month of February, 1948.

The most striking thing ebout Table 4, which follows, is the difference 
in rents between dwellings built in 1942 and later compared to dwellings built 
in 1941 and earlier. In the case of apartments or tlats, for example, the average 
rent for an apartment built before 1942 is $29.90, while the average rent for an 
apartment built in 1946 and 1947 is $52.43.

Appendix I Estimates of the demand for housing 


The following estimates are by-products of the quarterly labour force 
survey> In each survey since the beginning of 1947, information has been odtained 
concerning the doubling-up of families. The characteristics ef each household 
were inflated by a fector applicable to the heed of the household to provide 
estimates for the country as a whole. 


For the purposes of these surveys e sub-family is defined as either 
ef the following groups living in the dwelling unit in addition to the head of the 
household and his family. 

(a) a husband and wife with or without children; 

(b) a parent with at least one umarried child. 

In many instances the presence of a sub-family in e household is the 
normel situation. To get closer to the actual demand for additional heusing, 
estimates were obtained of the number of sub-femilies whe were actively leeking 
for other living quarters. To fall inte this category, some responsible member 
of the sub-family must heve done one of the following things in the three months 
immediately preceding the survey? 

(a) advertised for new living quarters; 

(vb) systematically examined classified newspaper advertisements; 

(c) answered an edvertisement fer living cuarters; 

(d) contacted a real estate arency regarding new living quarters; 

(e) looked at a dwelling unit with a view to renting or buying; 

(f) carried on any other systematic search for new living quarters:

occupied. It has been estimated that in February, 1948, 38% of all dwelling 
units in Canada were for rental purposes.

Since April, starts have exceeded completions every month and the 
number of units under construction in Canada has increased by more than 
21,000 from January 1 to September 30, distributed over all regions. The 
prairie provinces show the greatest increase where the number under cone 
struction has more than doubled in nine months.

Appendix 1: Definitions 
(a) Coverage 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under con- 
struction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. This means that seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski 
shacks, etc., are not counted. Furthermore, dwellings which are occupied, 
even if unfinished, are regerded as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


(b) Type of dwelling 


The definitions which apply to the different types ef dwelling are 
as follows: 


(4) l-family detached: a one-family house epen on all four sides, 
ieee, net joined to ether buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached! a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other

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Appendix 2: Reliability ef the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based en a 
sample survey, they are subject te sampling variability. This sampling 
variability is net present in the data en the municipalities ef 5,000 
and ever. When the estimates include an element derived frem the sample 
survey, the sampling errer increases as the size ef the estimate decreases. 
fare sheuld be taken, therefere, in interpreting the precisien ef seme ef 
the estimates. The estimate ef unfinished dwellings fer the whele ef 
Canada sheuld be within 5 percent ef the figure which weuld have been 
ebtained from a complete ceunt. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last 
digit instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be 
accurate to the last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and 
economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject 
to errors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the 
survey for the most part can be carried on without interview with a con=- 
sequent elimination mf all types of respondent error. A complete count by 
the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative error.

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Appendix 1: Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting 
data on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
force survey. Information is obtained periodically from about 10,000 households. The 
aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given month is compared with the aggre- 
gate rent paid by the same group for the same living quarters in the next month. With a 
metched sample such as this, variations due to changes in the sample and to non-response 
are eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure of the change in rent paid for the 
same accommodation. Rent reported is the cash rent paid in all cases regardless of minor 
changes in the services provided. Serious difficulties are involved in attempting to 
assess the money value of services, such as those provided by janitors, and it is not 
practicable to adjust the index for variations in the amenities or services provided by 
the landlord. However, when there are changes in the amount of accommodation or space 
rented, the cases are eliminated from the comparisoa.

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Appendix 2: Definitions 


: 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction in- 
cludes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. Dwellings which 
are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
survey 


(b) Type of dwelling 


(1) 1l-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, iceo., not 
joined to other buildings: 


(11) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling units, 
either one above the other open on all four sides, or twe 
units side by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace: a one-family or two-family house in a row ot three or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flats an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an office build- 
ing or factory, Living quarters over a store, etc.): and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as the living 
quarters occupied by one household or family. The number of dwelling units in a struce= 
ture will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(a) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 3 : Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variebility is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the 
estimates. The estimate of unfinisned dwellings for tne whole of Canada should be within 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the lest digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 


errors A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative 
error.

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During January, 1949, it is estimated that 6,643 dwelling units were com- 
pleted which compares very favourably with the level of completions during 1948. With 
the relatively large number of dwelling units under construction at the end of 1948, 
the usual seasonal decline in the number of completions during the winter is much 
less pronounced than in former years. At the end of Jameary, the dwellings under 
construction had been reduced to 52,852, still a considerable number. 
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The average length of time required to build the dwelling units completed 
in January was 7.0 months. This is an increase from 6.4 months in December, 1948, 
and from the low of 5-4 months in September, 1948, and reflects the seasonal shift 
of lebour from commencing new dwellings to completing dwellings which have been under 
construction since the spring of last year. 


It is estimated from the types of dwelling units being constructed that

Tnese estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this oulletin, 
are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion 
Bureeu of Statistics with the cooperation of the Centrel Mortvage and Housing 
Corporation. All metropoliten areas end urben centres with a population of 5,000 
or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 400 sample arezs lying outside 
these municipalities are also chosen for complete enumeration. 


In some of the tables, there appears a column headed "sdjustments". These 
adjustments cen arise in various weys. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
nas been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or less dwelling units than were revorted when construction commenced.

Appendix 23 Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the 
estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabuletions.. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
errore <A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the seme enumerative 
error. 
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Appendix 3 $ Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburben areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have 
been included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities 
included in these metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp- 17-19. 


Appendix 4 ¢ Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collect 
ing data on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarter- 
ly labour force survey. The aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given 
month is compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group for the same living 
quarters in the next month. With a matched sample such as this, veriations due to 
changes in the sample ana to non-response are elimineted, and the index is a reliable 
measure of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. Rent reported is the 
cash rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

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The number of dwelling units completed in Canada during the month of April, 
is estimated at 7,251. During the first four months of 1949, 25,077 dwelling units — 
were completed. This was 37% higher than in the first four months 1948, a result of 
the high carry-over of houses under construction at the end of 1948. Construction 
was begun on an estimated 8,466 houses in April, another indication of a higher level 
of building activity for 1949, 
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From the types of dwellings being built, 29% of those completed during the 
first four months of 1949 are for rental purposes and the remainder will be owner- 
occupied. In 1948, 33% of those completed during the same period of time were for 
rental purposese 


The average length of time required to build the houses completed in April, 
was’ 7,9 months, unchanged from the figure recorded in March. 


NUMBER OF DWELLING UNITS COMPLETED DURING 1947, 1948 AND 1949 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this bulletin, are 
the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics with the cooperation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporatione All 
metropolitan areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated 
completely, Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are 
also chosen for complete enumeration. 


In some of the tables, there appears a column headed "adjustments." These 
adjustments can arise in various Ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more 
or less dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced.

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The number of dwelling units completed in Canada in the first six 
months of 1949 is estimated at 39,726, 30% higher than for the same period 
last year.

experienced at this time last year. There is also a seasonal decrease in 
the length of time required to complete a house. 


During the first eight months of 1949, 55,435 dwelling units 
were completed compared with 45,571 in the same period in 1948. On the 
other hand, starts totalled 57,827 units, only about 3,000 less then in 
1948. 


The percentage of dwelling units built for rental purposes 
showed no perceptable difference between August 1949 and the same month 
in 1948, the former being 29% and the latter 28%. 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by 
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the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres with 
@ population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 1100 
sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for complete 
enumeration. 


In some of the tables, there appears a column headed "adjustments." 
These adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on 
a dwelling hes been made, construction may cease, or a structure when com- 
pleted may contain more or less dwelling units than were reported when con- 
struction commenced.

Appendix 1: Definitions 


(a) _ The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction in- 
cludes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc-., are not counted. “Dwellings which 
ere occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
survey. 


(bo) Type of dwelling 


(i)  1-family detached: a one~family house open on all four sides, i.e-, not 
Joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling units, 
either one above the other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house: 


(441) row or terrace: a one-family or two-family house in a row of threé or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a regidential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g@., living quarters in an office build~ 
ing or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); and 


(v) other; any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as the Living 
quarters occupied by one household or family. The number of dwelling mnits in a strue- 
ture will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2: Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases- Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the 
estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been ubtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabuletions.. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of. 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
errore A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative 
error.

Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collect- 
ing data on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarter- 
ly labour force survey. Tho aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given 
month is compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group for the same living 
quarters in the next month. With a matched sample such as this, variations due to 
changes in the sample and to non-response are climinated, and the index is a reliable 
measure of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. lent reported is the 
cash rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

62,998 dwelling units. In the same period last year 50,238 dwelling 
units were completed. Ssptember's completed dwelling units were esti- 
mated at 7,563 - higher than the 6,667 completed dwelling units of 
last September. 


MONTHLY COMPLETIONS 
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During the first nine months of this year construction was 
begun on an estimated 67,862 dwelling units. Starts for the same period 
last year resulted in a higher figure of 71,116 dwelling units. This 
September's starts are estimated at 10,035 dwelling units, a comparable 
figure to last year's 10,651 dwelling units. at the end of this Septem- 
ber, the number of dwelling unics under construction was estimated at 
61,115, very little change from last year's estimate for unfinished 
dwellings of 63,656 at the same time.

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The first ten months of 1949 resulted in an estimated 72,057 com- 
pleted dwelling units compared with an estimate of 58,402 dwelling units 
completed during the same period last year. In 1949, during the month of 
October, an estimated 9,059 dwelling units were completed - exceeding last 
October's estimate of 8,164 dwelling units. 


Construction was begun on fewer dwelling units during the first 
ten months of 1949 than in the first ten months of 1948. At the end of 
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October, 1949, an estimated 76,826 dwelling units had been started, while 
during the same period of time in 1948 building was begun on an estimated

MONTHLY COMPLETIONS 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres with 
a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 400 
sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for com= 
plete enumeration.

Appendix 1 : Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction includes 
enly new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings 
such as summer cottages, ski shacks, ete., are not counted. Dwellings whieh are occupied, 
even if unfinished, are regarded as completed fer the purposes of this survey. 


(b) Type of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, i-e-, net joined 
to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling units, 
either one above the other open on all four sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(id4) row or terrace: a one-family or two-family house in a row of three or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure contain- 
ing three or more dwelling units, or (b) 2 structure used for business pur- 
poses which contains one or more dwelling units (e.g, living quarters in an 
office building or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the above elassifi- 
cations. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, e dwelling unit is defined es a structurally separate 
set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a 
common pessage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of 
households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(a) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must yield 
agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2 : Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partielly besed on a sample survey, they are 
subject to sampling variebility. This sampling variability is not present in the data on 
the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element derived from 
the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate deereases. 
Cere should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 
The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent 
of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


Tne estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of being 
rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather for 
convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of enu- 
meration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a eonsequent elimination of ell types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumereétors would contéin the same enumeretive error.

Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureeu of Statistics has been collecting data 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
foree survey» The eggregete rent paid by a group of households in a given month is 
compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group forthe same living quarters 
in the next month. With a matched sample such as this, variations due to chenges in 
the sample and to non-response ere eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure 
of the change in rent paid for the seme accommodation. Rent reported is the cash 
rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

Appendix 1 ; Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction includes 
enly new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal dwellings 
such as Summer cottages, ski shacks, ete., are not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, 
even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this survey. 


(vb) Type of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached! a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e-, not joined 
to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling units, 
either one above the other open on all four sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(i44)row or terrace: a one-family or two-family house in a row of three or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure contain- 
ing three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure used for business pur- 
poses which contains one or more dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an 
office building or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the above elassifi- 
cations. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, & dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate 
set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a 
common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of 
households the structure is intended to accommodate o 


(a) For the purpose of this survey, & farm must contain at least one acre and must yield 
agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per yeare 


Appendix 2 3 Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on 2 sample survey, they are 
subject to sampling variebility. This sampling variability is not present in the data on 
the manicipalities of 5,000 and over- When the estimates include an element derived from 
the sample survey, the sampling error increases 4s the size of the estimate deereases- 
Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the estimates. 
The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent 
of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of being 
rounded, not because they are assumed to be eccurate to the last digit, but rather for 
convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of enu- 
meration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a eonsequent elimination of ell types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumeretive error.

Appendix 3 : Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas whieh, for the 
purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been ineluded 
under the name of the principel city. A list of the municipalities included in these 
metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp. 17-19. 


Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting data 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
foree survey» The eggregete rent paid by a group of households in a given month is 
compered with the aggregete rent paid by the same group for the same living quarters 
in the next month. With a matched sample such as this, variations due to changes in 
the sample and to non-response ere eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure 
of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. Rent reported is the cash 
rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.
